Aunt Alice Teply, his granddaughter, remembered him as soft-spoken and artistic, and fluent in Bohemian, 
German, and English. Let's see what else we can find.

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Frantisek Josef Teplý was born June 25, 1865, in Oldřiš, Bohemia, to parents Josef and Josepha Teplý. Today 
Bohemia is part of the Czech Republic. See the original and translated birth register here. 


He was baptized on the 28th of June at the 
evangelical protestant church in Borová, the 
adjacent village to Oldřiš and just a mile from 
home. It was customary to baptize newborns as 
soon as possible because of the high infant 
mortality rates.

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Here's the location of Frantisek's birth, Oldris house number 140 and the adjacent garden. The house has been 
replaced, but the lady of the house says there's still a cellar from the original house. Several Teply families 
lived nearby, at house numbers 118/192 and 115/191.

Above is a current map, showing the churches and Teply houses in Oldřiš and Borová. Each house on the map 


has a house number. 


In the 1820s, the Habsburg's directed that their empire be mapped. Detailed maps were made, and by 1839 
the maps for east Bohemia were published. 


Each house was shown and numbered. Each field and garden was indicated. Many fields displayed the 
farmer's name. The maps were hand painted. Here's an example of those maps showing the Teply houses and 


farms in Oldris and Borová. 
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Today these maps are digitized and online — a genealogist's dream. They are "Original maps of the stable 


cadastre in the Archive maps". You can find them at https://archivnimapyv.cuzk.cz . 


Frantisek's life was in for a dramatic change. About a year after his birth, his family left Bohemia for America. 


But that's another story.

If we search for Teply, we get lots of good information. For example, the most Teplys are in Praha (Prague) 
(80), and there are 1083 Teplys in the entire country. But the highest concentration of Teply surnames is in the 
area of Policka (47), then Pardubice (76) and Chrudim (66).

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What? Teplys weren't Catholic? 


If you want to decorate a Teply ancestor grave in Junction City, you go to St. Mary's Catholic cemetery. 


If you want to visit a Teply ancestor grave in Hanover, you visit St. John's Catholic cemetery. When we visited 
in 2015, I recall how impressed we were that there were nine ancestor grandparents (1x, 2x, etc.) in that 
cemetery. 


Don and Kathleen Teply were Catholic. Cathy, Tim and Mike went to Catholic school. Grandmas Anna and 
Aggie were Catholic. Teplys were Catholic. 


But Teplys in Bohemia weren't Catholic.

9th to 14th Century

1781 


In 1781, Habsburg Emperor Joseph II issued the Patent of Toleration. It 
granted religious freedom (kind of) to two protestant sects, Calvinists and 
Lutherans. There were restrictions: no congregation over 100 people, any 
church must look like a house, have no steeple, and no doorway facing the 
road. 


People were required to ask the priest for permission to leave the Catholic 
Church and submit to counseling before leaving. 


After 1781, most Teply vital records are found in the Protestant parish 
registers. The protestant minister was required to send a copy to the 





Catholic priest, who also made an entry into the Catholic register. A 
genealogist’s treat, two chances to find a citation.

Stories of our Teply Ancestors 1600-1865 
By 1783, protestant churches were built in two of the Teply villages — Borova and Teleci. Later a protestant 
church was built in Pusta Rybna. Teply life events are recorded in these three churches. 


The Teply villages were highlands, out in the boondocks. There wasn't as much pressure here, and many 


people quit the Catholic church. 


1860s 


Our Bohemian Teply family protestant citations continue after their immigration to America — 1866. 


Joseph Teply died around 1867, shortly after arriving in Wisconsin. His wife Josephine married Joseph Svoboda 
in Wisconsin in 1869, by a Lutheran minister. Frank then went to live with John and Johanna Machal.

Frank Teply and the Machals and Svobodas moved to Kansas in 1874. They were not Catholic. 


1892 


Frank Teply married Anna Welter September 29, 1892, in the Catholic Church in Hanover. I think this is the 
moment that our Teplys became Catholic again.

The church and cemetery are at the east edge of Borová, about a mile from where our Teply families lived at 
the west edge of Oldris.

On June 28, 1865, Frantisek Teply was baptized at the Borová church. See the translated birth record in here.

Godparents were Frantisek Petras, farm owner, from Pusta Rybna No 8, and Frantiska Petras wife of Anton 
Petras, cottage gardener, from Teleci No. 10. 


Baptism was performed by Jan Skalák, protestant pastor. 


The guy in the picture isn't Jan Skalák, but Jan Dus. He was pastor here 
from 1997 to 2003. He was our guide while visiting the Teply villages. 


He just phoned someone and said we'd like to have a look at the 
church. We stopped at a house and picked up the keys. Great. 





Marriage Banns of Joseph Teply and Josephine Petras — 3rd great- 
grandparents 


Frantisek's parents were Josef and Josepha Petras Teply. Before marriage, a couple had to make three banns 
(pronouncements) of their intentions. Notice in the second column of record 4 that they made 
announcements on 26th of June and 3rd and 10th of July in 1864. 


Joseph was age 30. Josepha's age isn't listed, but she was 26.

Coincidentally, Joseph and Frantiska are consecutive entries in the death register. 


Joseph died November 6, 1872 at 10 a.m. in a hospital in Policka, age 61. The cause of death was gangrene in 
right lower limb. He was buried November 15. 


Frantiska died November 12, 1872 at 4 p.m. at home at Oldris house no. 191, age 61. The cause of death was a 
breast lump. She was buried November 10. 


Funerals were performed by Jan Skalák, protestant pastor. 


Burial of Ferdinand Teply and Terezie Sodomka Teply — 5th great- 
grandparents 


Ferdinand Teply and Terezie Sodomka Teply were parents of Joseph Teply, grandparents of Joseph Teply, and 
great-grandparents of Frank Teply. They are both buried in the Borová church cemetery. 
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Ferdinand died April 17, 1862 at home at Oldris house no. 118. The cause of death was decrepitude due to old 
age. He was 81. He was buried April 19.

Joseph's parents and younger brother Frantisek's family at Oldris 118. Another brother Jan lived at Oldris 107. 


Joseph was a cottage gardener, with a small garden by his house. l'd guess that Joseph was also working on 
the farm of his brother Frantisek. 


Joseph and Frantiska had a son Joseph (3G) here in 1834, and son Anton in 1840.

Son Joseph was living here when he married Josephine Petras in 1864 (3G). The couple lived here with parents 
Joseph and Frantiska. Joseph's brother Anton was living here too.

Our guide, Jan, started a conversation with a lady feeding her chickens in the yard. After explaining our 
situation, she graciously offered to show us around. Her name is Jacka (Yach' ka), short for Jaroslava. 


Incredibly, the original house is still there. It's been remodeled in front, but not so much inside and in back. 


And it's been vacant for the last forty years.

Joseph and Frantiska Teply (4G) moved from Oldris 140 to Oldris 191 sometime after 1864. 


| believe they retired and moved in with another family, perhaps their son Anton. | haven't yet found those 
details. 


In 1872, both Joseph and Frantiska died. The parish register records their residence as Oldris House 191.

A bit more 


Ferdinand and Terezie Teply (5G) moved to Oldris 118 around 1840. They were retired and lived with their son 
Frantisek and his family. Frantisek was the younger brother of Joseph (4G). Ferdinand and Terezie lived here 
over twenty years until their deaths in 1862 and 1866. 
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In 1840, about the time these maps were made, Frantisek Teply is recorded as a "pulsedlak from Woldris No 
118" in his daughter Josepha's birth record. A pulsedlak is a peasant farm owner of about 25 acres. 





And in 1840, Joseph Teply is recorded as a "chalupnik from Woldris No 140" in his son Anton's birth record. A 
chalupnik is a cottage gardener, with only a small garden around his house. 


Most of the people from the Bohemian highlands that emigrated to America were chalupnik. 


Frantisek had somehow acquired control of a large farm, perhaps 25 
acres. Maybe he married well. 





That's why | think Joseph, and perhaps his brother Jan, are living in 
Oldris — to work on brother Frantisek's farm. 


Amazingly, current residents Jacka and Jindrich own the same farm as 
Frantisek Teply did.

Notes on house numbers 


The original house numbers were assigned in 1770. The 1839 maps showed the original number and any re- 
numbering. 


Sometimes, villages were re-numbered. Or a house was torn down, a new one built across the village and gets 
assigned the same number. 


There are mistakes. And often the parish priest would record the old number in the church records instead of 
the new number.

| mention a date range of citations, like "citations 1837-1865". The first date is the earliest citation I’ve found 
that includes a house number. 


Remember, citations earlier than 1770 don't record a house number, so | can't report earlier dates with 
certainty. And for the last date, | haven't yet searched after the 1860s, when our Teplys emigrated, so the last 
date is often around 1870. It's possible that Teplys were associated with these houses after that, but | haven't 
researched that yet. It's even possible that a Teply could be associated today.

Today, November 2, is All Souls Day (Dušičky). It's an important day to Czechs, and they will spend the day 
visiting and decorating cemeteries, and lighting candles for those they remember. 


Czech families are proud of their family plot. There are lots of flowers and decorations. And at night, lots of 
lighted candles. 
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Family Nibbles 





If you visit a Czech cemetery, it's customary to leave a lighted candle. If you can't find the particular grave, 
then you leave the candle at the central cross or chalice. Catholic cemeteries have a central cross, protestant 
cemeteries have a chalice. 


Burial Customs 


In the villages, the cemeteries are quite small. And they're located around the churchyard, usually surrounded 
by a wall. 





Look how small the cemeteries are in Teleci, Pusta Rybna, and Borova 


There's no way to fit hundreds of people over hundreds of years into individual graves. So they reuse the 
same grave over and over. 


Each family has a plot. And all family members are buried there. 
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Traditionally, a wooden coffin is used. So the coffin and the body decompose after years. 


When the grave is opened, any remnants of the previous occupant are 
placed into a bag and moved to the head of the grave. The new resident 
is then buried in the same grave. 


With cremations becoming more common, it's easier to accomplish. 


The family plot is rented, perhaps for twenty years. If the family dies 
out, or moves, or emigrates to America, perhaps the rent isn't renewed. 





Then the plot can be rented to some other family. 


So headstones are changed and updated, as new people are buried. There aren't any ancient tombstones or 
any old dates on headstones. 





Or, the family has a monument with only the surname. Do all these people have the first name “Rodina”? No, 


Rodina is the Czech word for "family". 
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Our Teply graves? 







These customs make for scenic and thoughtful places to visit, but 
it’s a genealogist's lament. Whatever headstones our Teply 
ancestors may have had in the 1700s and 1800s are long gone, 
replaced by newer ones.

What about locating the family plot? All cemeteries are now 
administered by the town hall. The church parishes turned over 
all records. But very few are digitized, and most aren't available 
for research. And the European Union has strict privacy laws. 
So cemetery records are not easily available. 


Some say the best way to locate a family plot is to locate living 
relatives in the village and see if they know the history of their 
plot. Probably not going to happen for our Teplys. 


At the cemeteries we visited, there are many Teply family 
graves. So we'll just imagine that these are our family plots. 
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History 


The Habsburg Emperor Joseph Il implemented many reforms. These included new dictates involving 


cemeteries and burials. 


Cemeteries in the churchyard or village center should be closed. New 
cemeteries should be started outside the town. 


e Cemeteries should not be located near ground water 

e Cemeteries should be enclosed by a wall 

e Coffins should be reusable, or the body removed at time of burial 

e Body should be in linen bag, with no items to prevent decomposition 
e Graves should not have flowers or decorations 

e Gravestones should be at the perimeter wall, and not at each grave 


Czechs were ruled by Habsburgs for hundreds of years. Whenever an unpopular 





new rule was imposed, we said, "Great idea. We'll do that just as soon as we have 
time." 250 years after Joseph's cemetery directive, we haven't had time yet. So the cemeteries remain as they 
were.

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Telecí and Teplys 


Telecí is a village on the southeast corner of Teply world. 


The Telecí church is important to us because it was the first protestant church 
for the surrounding villages. 


Telecí is a picturesque village, set amidst hills and woods.

History 


The Telecí church was founded in 1781, the year of 
Emperor Joseph Is Patent of Toleration. Several years 
later a daughter church was built in Pustá Rybná. 


We know that our Teplys lived for several hundred years 
in the Telecí and Pustá Rybná area. Our earliest citations 
date to 1650s. Then in 1840s, our Teplys moved to Oldřiš, 
and show up in Borová parish registers. 





That means for over 60 years, from 1781 until 1840s, our Teply family events are recorded in the Telecí and 
Pustá Rybná parish registers. 
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Just to make the case that there are lots of Teply family events, let's have a look at 
the first parish register, beginning in 1783. 


You don't have to look far to find Teplys. 


These examples of Teply events aren't necessarily in our direct Teply line. But no 
doubt we're related not too far past.

Births 


Look at the very first page of the birth register. Three of the ten births are Teplys! 


e On April 2, 1783, Katerina was born to Kaspar and Anna Teply of Breziny 144. 
e On April 30, 1783, Alzbeta (Elizabeth) was born to Martin and Veronika Teply of Breziny 19.On May 7, 
1783, twins Frantisek and Joseph were born to Joseph and Alzbeta Teply of Breziny 17.

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Marriages 


Now let's look at the marriage register. No Teply marriages on the first page, but Teplys are witnesses at two 
of the marriages. 


Note the summary for the year 1783 — four couples have married. 
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e On August 15, 1783 Joseph Pantucka, 28, of Pusta Rybna house no. 4, married Katerina, daughter of 
Vaclav Kunhart, 19. Witnessing the marriage was Marianna, wife of Leopold Teply, chalupnik. 

e On November 24, 1783, Joseph Jonast, 28, of Teleci house no 41, married Anna, daughter of Vaclav 
Makovsky, 20, of Pusta Rybna. Witnessing the marriage was Katerina, daughter of Leopold Teply. 
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Deaths 


In the death register, we have to turn to page 2 to find Teplys. Sadly, two Teply children have died. 


Note the summary for the year 1783 — 21 people have died, 12 males and 9 females. 
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e On September 12, 1783, Joseph, age 3, son of Vaclav Teply of Pusta Rybna house 80 died. 
e On December 2, 1783, Katerina, age 6 months, daughter of Vaclav Teply of Breziny house 13 died.

You'll notice that Teply is sometimes written as Tepliho in the registers. It's the same name, but a declension 
that means something like "of Teply". Notice the same treatment of the village name of Rybny, sometimes 
written as Rybniho. Same deal.

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The Lukás Singing Linden Tree 


As we were driving out of Telecí, Jan made a turn up a country lane. "Let me show you a tree that l'm sure

We walked up a path and around a house, and beheld the Lukas Singing Linden Tree. 





“This tree is over 700 years old. So I’m sure your grandparents knew this tree." 


The tree was spectacular, and the story intriguing. 
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The first story is why the tree is "singing". It's a bit long, but it also refers to the time of the Patent of 
Toleration. So l've included the whole story. Read on.

There is an old linden tree in Telecí near Polička, it remembers quite a few centu- 
ries and its circumference is twelve meters. It is called Lukás Linden Tree, also called 
the "singing" linden tree. It was named after a story told about it. At the time of 
the oppression of non-Catholic churches that emerged in our lands after the Battle 
of White Mountain and lasted until the issue of the Patent of Toleration in 1781, 
religious books were confiscated from non-Catholics. Bibles and other books held 
by families as precious ancestral heritage were also taken away violently. That is 
why people used to hide them in secret hiding places. It was difficult to replace the 
confiscated books with other ones - they were not for sale. And for this reason, 
people often copied books which brought them religious comfort. 

The story goes that a certain Jiroušek, an old man, lived in Telecí in the mid- 
18th century. They confiscated his books and he missed them dearly. He decid- 
ed to copy the New Testament and the Psalms. He borrowed the Bible from his 
friend, and to be able to copy it without disruptions, he found a hiding place in 
the cavity of the old linden tree which he climbed into using the top opening. 

He was even able to sit at a table and write in the candle light; he made a note 
saying that he used one thousand two hundred and four candles during the 
copying. As he was copying the psalms, he was singing them. He thought he 
was singing quietly, however, since he was deaf, he could not hear himself; the 

singing was audible on the outside. But it was not possible to tell where it was 
coming from. The old Jiroušek would enter his hiding place in the evening, when 
everything around was quiet, and he used to write late into the night. People 
used to stop by the linden tree as they could hear the singing but they were not 
able to figure out who was singing and from where. Jiroušek did not meet too 
many people, he himself lived in a cottage near the linden tree. However, once 


he heard that people were surprised by the singing and did not know where 
it was coming from. He started to be afraid of being found. Fortunately, it was 
almost done, so he finished the copying in the linden tree anyway, and nothing 
happened to him. Only after the issue of the Patent of Toleration, which pro- 
‘claimed the Evangelical Church a church recognised by the state, did the old 
Jiroušek boast about his story of how he was copying inside the linden tree, 
and people finally understood where the mysterious singing was coming from. 
And that is why the tree was named the “singing tree”.

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The second story may be more interesting to us. The tree was named after Joseph Lukás, of the old Lukás 


family of Teleci. 
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Josef Lukas died while serving in World War |. He enlisted on 27 July 1914 and 
joined infantry regiment no. 98 in Vysoké Myto. He participated in battles on 
the Serbian and then Italian fronts. He died on or around 26 July 1915 on the 
Derbud Plains. His burial place is unknown. Josef Lukás was the last (male) de- 
scendant of the old Lukás family that held house no. 102 from 1724 and was 
also settled in today's no. 22 and 16. The whole family died out after the death 
of his daughter Jaroslava. 





And we can be pretty sure Jan was correct when he said our grandparents knew this tree. Why? 


Because the Teply and Lukas families had lots of intermarriages and birth. As | research and find Teply 


citations, | add them to a spreadsheet. Later | can search, filter, and sort to extract interesting data. 


Here's an excerpt from that spreadsheet. It shows relationships between Teply and Lukas families around 


Teleci. There are a lot. And notice that Teplys also lived at house 16 in late 1700s.

From the early citations, it seems there were two Teply families. They were probably from a common family 
earlier than 1650.

Nibble 3: Teply was the most common name - by far 


By 1829, Teply was the most common name in the village. Pustá Rybná and its suburbs had a population of 
about 1000. And about 140 were Teplys! 





Can you imagine if there were 140 Teplys in Solomon, Kansas, or Lake Quivira, Kansas? 
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Nibble 4: Teply didn't even make the Top 15 in other villages 


Talk about an isolated village. The Teplys stayed home and did their births, marriages, and deaths in Pustá 
Rybná.

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Nibble 6: Not many people or Teplys remain today 


Whereas the population of Pustá Rybná environs in 1829 was about 1000, today it's about 250. 


And today Teply is less common.

Frank Teply (2G) 


We already learned about Frank Teply in Bohemia in an earlier post "Who is Frank Teply." 


Frank lived in Bohemia for only three years, from his birth in 1864 to his family's emigration to America about 
1867. 


Earlier Generations 


We've been introduced to three earlier generations, when we visited Borová and Oldris. 


e Joseph Teply and Josepha Petras Teply (3G) 
e Joseph Teply and Frantiska Dvorak Teply (4G) 
e Ferdinand Teply and Terezie Sodomka Teply (5G) 


Each of these families relocated to Oldris around 1840. And then Joseph and Josepha emigrated to America 
around 1867. 


And all these people except Terezie Sodomka were from Pustá Rybná. Let's see what we can find about each 
family, starting with Joseph and Josepha (3G). 
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Joseph Teply and Josepha Petras (3G) 


We met Joseph and Josepha earlier, when we were in Borová and Oldris. They had gotten married and had a 
son Frantisek. Let's learn more about them. 


Joseph Teply 


Joseph Teply was born was born June 28, 1834. He was baptized the next day at Telecí. 


He was born in Kobylí house no. 6, about a mile from Pustá Rybná. It was the home of his parents Joseph and 
Frantiska Teply, and his grandparents Filip and Anna Dvorak. 


A small technicality... Joseph's father had to make a statement that he was the father of the child, since he and 
Frantiska had gotten married just five months earlier. 





Because Josef Teply and his wife Frantiska Dvorák married less than 7 months, he personally appears as the 
father of this child as witnessed. 


By 1837, when Joseph was 3, his parents had moved to Oldris, house no. 140. His younger brother Anton was 
born there in 1840. 
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Perhaps Joseph's father, Joseph, had moved to Oldris to work with his father and brothers on Frantisek Teply's 


farm. 


Joseph lived at Oldřiš 140 from age 3 to age 30, when he married Josepha. 


Josepha Petras 


I'll use her Bohemian name Josepha, but this is Josephine Petras, and later 
Josephine Petras Teply Svoboda. 


Josepha was born August 8, 1837 in Pustá Rybná, and baptized the next day at 
the protestant church at Telecí. 


She was born at house no. 8, home of her parents Anton and Terezie 
Petras. She was the third of six children. 


In 1852, when Josepha was 14, her mom died. Her father remarried two years 
later. 





Josepha spent her early years at house no. 8, until she was 26 and married 
Joseph. 
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Oops... Illegitimate children 


At age 21, Josepha had a child out of marriage. And when she was 25, another. Both children died in infancy. 


That was a problematic situation for Josepha. l'Il write more in the next post. 


Marriage 


Joseph and Josepha announced their marriage intentions twice 
at the church in Borová, on June 26 and July 3, 1864. 


They made their third bann announcement July 10, 1864 and 
married the same day at the protestant church in Teleci.

How did they meet? How did they know each other? Did Josepha’s status as an unwed mother have an effect? 





Was Joseph the father? Was Joseph married before? For now, we can only guess. 


Residence and Occupation 


After marriage, Joseph and Josepha lived at Oldris 140. Joseph’s parents were living at Oldris 169, and several 
other Teply families lived nearby. 


Joseph was a chalupnik, a cottage gardener. His father was a tenant. | believe they probably both worked on 
the farm of Frantisek Teply, Joseph’s brother.

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Josepha, and lllegitimate Children 


Illegitimate Children were a fact of life, literally. Illegitimate children were common. It's 
not unusual to see an illegitimate child on each page of the parish register. 





Vincenc, illegitimate child of Josepha Petras 


Josepha Petras had an illegitimate child in 1859, when she was 21. Here's the parish register that records 
Vincenc, illegitimate son of Josepha Petras. 
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Birth register — Vincenc Petras — February 4, 1859 


There are three illegitimate children on this page. 


e For Josepha's child, the father isn't named. But was the father known? Of course. 
e Inthe other two cases, the father is named, and his signature acknowledges the fact. Often, this caused 
the father to marry the mother, which legitimized the child. 


Emperor Joseph II ruled about 1780 that father of an illegitimate child would be mentioned only if he 
acknowledges in front of two witnesses that he is the father. The whole village might have known who the 
father was, but the priest was not allowed to put his name into the record if the father didn't want to. 
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Illegitimate children often died in infancy 


Illegitimate children died in infancy at a higher rate than legitimate children. Reasons could be: 


e The child wasn't welcome 

e The mother wasn't supported by family or community 
e The mother couldn't provide for the child 

e The mother intentionally withheld care 


e and more... 


Here's the death register for Vincenc, who died a few weeks after birth. He died on February 18 at five o'clock 
in the morning and was buried at Pustá Rybná on the 20th. Cause of death was "psotnik", which was used for 
almost any case of infant death. The register records "Vincenc illegitimate son of Josepha Petras..." 
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Death register — Vincenc Petras — February 18, 1859 


Frantisek, illegitimate child of Josepha Petras 


It was often the case that if a woman had an illegitimate child, she would have more. 


Sure enough. Josepha had another child, Frantisek, when she was 25. 
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Birth register — Frantisek Petras — May 4, 1863 


Once again, the father isn't named. 


And once again, the child died. Frantisek died August 16 at 4 am, three months old. He was buried at Pustá 
Rybná on the 18th. Cause of death was "psotnik". The register records "Antonin Frantisek illegitimate son of 


Josepha Petras..." 
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Illegitimate children were looked down on 


Often, the stigma of being an illegitimate child stuck with a person into 
adulthood. 


Here's a case where a Joseph Teply, age 22, is getting married to Anna 
Teply. The register records "Josef Teply illegitimate son of Frantiska 
Teply..." He's 22. 








Illegitimate children can't inherit property 


Under the civil code of Austria, which was the law in Bohemia during the Habsburg rule, illegitimate children 


could not inherit. 


Mothers of illegitimate children were damaged goods 


Mothers were ostracized by the church, the community, sometimes by 
their own family. So much so that often a mother of an illegitimate child 


had a difficult time finding a marriage partner. 


So, that begs the question...

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Bohemian Emigration 


Joseph and Josepha Teply left Bohemia in 1867, bound for America. They are the only 
ones of our direct Teply ancestors to emigrate. 


We don't have any emigration documentation for Joseph and Josepha. No ship's 
passenger lists, no arrival documents, etc. But we find the family next in Caledonia, 
Wisconsin, just south of Milwaukee. 





Let's looks at the "why, how, and where" of emigration. 


Push — Pull Emigration Reasons 


Discussions on emigration talk about "Push — Pull" reasons. Here are two examples: 


e Fleeing religious persecution is a "push" factor, a reason people want to leave. 
e Access to a better education in a new country might be a "pull" reason. 





Bohemian emigration to America contains both "push" and "pull" reasons. 


"Push" Factors 


Overpopulation and Overcrowding 
The population was expanding rapidly. One third of the population was younger than 15. 


Look at the Zahradnik houses no. 8 and 9 in Pustá Rybná, where Terezie Zahradnik (4G) grew up. She was 
Josepha Petras' mom.

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1829 Census — Houses no. 8 and 9 — Pustá Rybná 
Eighteen people lived in these two houses. Terezie's family of five were farmers. Frantisek's family of four 
were cottagers. The remaining nine people were retired or landless. 


Not enough farmland 


In the 1829 census, 700 of the 920 houses in Policka area villages belonged to poor cottagers. This group of 
inhabitants didn't have a sustainable amount of land. 


For farmers, there was a problem dividing the land for the next generation. If they split up the land, the farms 
would get ever smaller. 





You can see that the Teply farm in Oldris has already been divided into three tracts by the time of this map in 
1839. 


The end of feudalism 


Until 1848 most peasants were serfs. They belonged to manors or royal towns. People needed permission to 
move or travel to another parish or manor. 
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Serfdom was abolished in 1781 by (guess who?) Joseph II, but it took until 1848 to abolish all aspects of 
servitude. 


That changed everything. Now people could travel more freely, even emigrate. 


Military conscription 


At the beginning of the 19th century, soldiers faced a lifetime obligation. 
By mid century, the obligation was ten years. 


Conscription was unpopular throughout the empire. 





What's the future? 


Making a living from the land was getting harder each generation. Chances were slim to have your own farm. 
Even with a garden or small farm, poverty was your future. 


"Pull" Factors 


Earlier emigrants "Christmas letters" 


You know what | mean. The Christmas letter from the person you haven't seen since last year. "The entire 
family is doing great. Kids are all geniuses. Husband got a big promotion and raise. And on and on." 
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Well, people who had already emigrated wrote back to friends and relatives, extolling the wonders of 
America. 


To those in the old country, these letters were appealing and trustworthy. Often the sender would offer a 
place to stay and help getting started. 


Advertising 


On both sides of the Atlantic, there were lots of advertisements for 
travel to America. They offered railroad tickets from Prague to Hamburg, 
ships leaving Hamburg, loans. 


Some agents offered the total package, making arrangements all the way 
from Prague to Milwaukee, for example. 


Czech-language newspapers published in America were sent back home. 
They had reports of boundless opportunity. 
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1862 Homestead Act 


The US Homestead Act of 1862 was a major pull factor. An immigrant who had filed for US citizenship could 
file a claim for 160 acres of land. In return, the applicant had to build a house, farm the land, and live there for 
five years.

John Ross — Land Patent — 160 acres Washington County, Kansas 
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Nearly 10 percent of the total area of the United States was given away free to 1.6 million homesteaders. 


The promise of 160 acres of "free" land seemed unbelievable to a Bohemian chalupnik who may have had a 


small garden or a few acres in Pustá Rybná. 


How Does It Happen 


How do you get there? 


First, you get from Pustá Rybná to Prague by wagon or on foot, then a train or river boat to the port of 


Hamburg or Bremen, Germany. 


Then a transatlantic voyage. By the 1860s shipping companies had steam ships that cut the time of the voyage 


from three months to three weeks. 


Bohemians arrived at many ports in America — New York, Baltimore, Galveston, etc. From the arrival port, a 


journey by train or river boat to Chicago, then Milwaukee. 





Where do you go? 


Caledonia, Racine County, near Milwaukee was one of the first Bohemian farming settlements in Wisconsin 
and quite possibly the United States. Many Bohemians settled in Caledonia and Racine starting in 1848. 


By the time Joseph and Josepha Teply arrived in 1867, it was a well-established Bohemian community. 
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What do you do when you get there? 


Farmers in Caledonia cleared their land and then sold or traded the wood for household staples. The grew 
wheat, and later strawberries, cabbage and beets. 


But soon the draw of cheap or homestead land out west would cause Bohemians to leave Wisconsin. Many 
Bohemians set out to establish farms in the midwest — Minnesota, lowa, Nebraska, and Kansas. 


For our family the path led to Marshall and Washington counties in Kansas. 


Nibbles Extra Credit 


Did my ancestors come through Ellis Island? 


No! Ellis Island opened in 1892 and operated until 1954. 


Look at the Teply and Jarvis 2G grandparents. The ones with red check marks immigrated before 1892. The 
others were born in America before 1892.

Joseph Teply 


Joseph Teply was born June 25, 1811, at Pustá Rybná house no. 54. It was the home of his parents Ferdinand 
and Terezie Teply.

Joseph spent his childhood years in Pustá Rybná. His parents lived in house no. 54, at the north edge of the 
village.

It was a large farmhouse with 
attached barn and buildings.

Ferdinand's older brother Tomas had a farm in Betlém 
and lived in house no. 8. Perhaps Ferdinand worked on 
Tomas' farm.

Frantiska Dvorák 


Frantiska Dvorák was born April 15, 1811, at Kobyli house no. 6 to Filip and Anna Dvorák. She was baptized the 
same day at Telecí. 


Baptism 


Because of high infant mortality rate, it was important to 
baptize a newborn child as quickly as possible, usually within a 
day of birth. 


The father and perhaps the godparents took the child to be 
baptized. That was risky for the newborn, especially in winter. 
For Frantiska, the nearest church was Teleci, about two miles 
away. 


In situations where the newborn wasn't healthy, the midwife 
could perform a baptism. 


The mother did not attend the baptism. Because of the high 
mortality rate among mothers, she would be confined to the 





house for a month. 


Siblings 
In 1806, Filip and Anna had a daughter and named her Frantiska. She died within two years. 


In 1808, they had another daughter and named her Frantiska. She died in 1810. 
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In 1811, the had another daughter and named her Frantiska. She is the Frantiska we know, and she lived a 


long life. This was a common pattern. 


Of ten children born to her parents, Frantiska and four of her siblings survived infancy. 


Early life 


Frantiska's father was a farmer (instead of a chalupnik, cottage gardener), so had the means to provide for the 
family. In the 1820s, while Frantiska was in her teens, control of the farm passed to her oldest brother Vaclav. 


In 1833, when she was 22, her father died.

On June 28, 1834, Joseph and Frantiska had their first child, Joseph, just five months after they married. Law 
required at least seven months. That required that Joseph declare before two witnesses that he was the father 
of the child.

Again, we turn to the Austrian civil code: 


Chapter the third. 


Of the rights between parents and children. 
S. 138. 


The presumption is for the legitimacy of those children, 
which are born of the wife in the seventh month after the con- 
clusion of the marriage, or in the tenth month either after the 
death of the husband, or after the entire dissolution of the mar- 
riage-tie. 


On February 21, 1840, Joseph and Frantiska had another son, Anton. Anton was born at Oldris 140 and 
baptized at Borová church on the 22nd. He survived into adulthood, and married Katerina Petrovi in 1868. 


Residence and Occupation 
Joseph and Frantiska Teply moved to Oldris 140 after they married, perhaps around 1835. Their second son 


Anton was born here in 1840. 


They lived near Joseph's parents and brother Frantisek's family at Oldris 118. Another brother Jan lived at 
Oldris 107. 


Joseph was a chalupnik, a cottage gardener. l'd guess that he also worked on the farm of his brother Frantisek, 


along with brother Jan. 
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They lived in Oldris 140 from 1830s for many years. In later years, 
they moved from house 140 to 191, probably to retire and live 
with another family. We have seen house 191 before, when we 
visited Jacka and Jindrich.

Terezie Zahradnik was born June 3, 1811, at Pustá Rybná 8. She was baptized at Teleci the same day. 


Her parents were Frantisek Zahradnik and Terezie Bohac. The Zahradniks had resided since the 1700s at Pusta 
Rybna 8 and had a large farm. 


Terezie's maternal grandmother was Veronica Teply!

Anton was in the right place at the right time. He was of humble origins. 


The Zahradniks, on the other hand, had a large farm and farmhouse in Pusta Rybna. They were established 
there since the 1700s. 


The day Anton and Terezie married, his fortunes changed. 


e 1829 - Terezie's mom dies of a brain hemorrhage. Her father had died earlier. As the only child, control 
of the farm goes to Terezie. 

e 1830-Anton marries Terezie. He moves in at Pusta Rybná 8. He does the farming. Effectively, he has 
control over the farm. 
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And by 1839, the imperial maps list Anton Petras as the farm holder for Pustá Rybná 8. 


Terezie's death 


Terezie, 40, died March 7, 1852, and was buried on the 9th at Pustá Rybná. Cause of death was pneumonia.

Anton’s later years 


In 1854, Anton, 46, married Anna Homolka, 27. Anna was daughter of Joseph Homolka and Josepha Svandova 
Homolka from Telecí 137. 


In 1858, Anton and Anna had a son, Joseph Petráš. They continued to live at house no. 8, at least until the late 
1860s.

The parish registers are hard to read. They might be in Czech or German or Latin. They use abbreviations and 
obsolete words and occupations that don't exist today. 


But sometimes the most difficult thing is to decipher "Kurrent" script. 
Kurrent is an old form of German-language handwriting based on late medieval cursive writing, also known 
as Kurrentschrift, deutsche Schrift (“German script") and German cursive.

Frantisek Petras and his wife Anna Teply Petras lived in house 61, an isolated house at the edge of the forest in 
Breziny. They were the parents of Anton Petras, and grandparents of Josepha Petras. 





In 1986 Gloria spent S20 million on a three-day 60th birthday party for her husband Johannes, crowned by a 
costume ball held at their St. Emmeram palace, where Gloria appeared as Marie-Antoinette. 500 guests had 
been flown in on private jets to enjoy the party, including Mick Jagger. 


Frantisek was born in 1760, Anna in 1768. They married February 8, 1791 at Borová. They lived with 
Frantisek’s parents at Breziny 61. 
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Today, there's still a large forest on the north side of Breziny. And house no. 61 is still quite isolated.

The House of Thurn and Taxis controlled the postal services in Europe from the 16th century until the end of 
the Holy Roman Empire in 1806. They became known as the owner of breweries and castles and estates. The 
family is one of the wealthiest in Germany and has resided at St. Emmeram Castle in Regensburg since 1748. 


Here is the Petras house no. 61 on the 1839 map. It was isolated, tucked into the edge of the forest, and away 


from roads and the rest of the village. 


House No 61 
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The map notes that the forest is owned by Thurn und Taxis, of the Rychmburk domain. 
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The domain was administered from Castle Rychmburk, 
located in the village of Predhradi. 


The castle dates from the turn of the 14th century. The 
Thurn und Taxis family was one of the last owners. 





The Bohemian branch of the family was founded by Prince Maximilian 
Joseph von Thurn und Taxis. 


One of the estates they owned was the Rychmburk domain. 


Among its vast holdings, the domain owned the village of Breziny and 
half of Pustá Rybná. 


Breziny is about 10 km south of Castle Rychmburk. 











Frantisek and Anna Petras, like most of the inhabitants of the domain, were 
serfs of the Thurn und Taxis family. 


Frantisek was a gamekeeper for the estate. 
It was a conflicted occupation. 


It was the gamekeeper who found and reported poachers or found illicit 
game in the house of his neighbors. So he might not be popular with the 
village residents. 


Frantisek Petras, 73, died July 10, 1840 at 2 am at Breziny 61. He died of 
consumption, that is lung tuberculosis. He was buried on the 12th at the 





protestant cemetery at Teleci. 


Anna Teply Petras, 82, died September 17, 1851, at 7 am at Breziny 61. She died of old age. She was buried the 
19th at Pustá Rybná.

REGENSBURG, GERMANY, OCT. 13, 1993 — Even before the hammer fell on the first lot — a homely 19th-century 
sofa that drew three times the anticipated price — there was little doubt that this week's auction of the Princely 
Collection of von Thurn und Taxis would be more than just a rummage sale. 


Partly it was the setting: the 500-room Castle St. Emmeram — larger than Buckingham Palace — overlooking the 
Danube in northern Bavaria. 


Partly it was the booty: 400 tables; 170 clocks; 940 couches, chairs, stools and benches; 75 mirrors; 350 writing 
desks, chests and cupboards; 2,000 European ceramic pieces; 75,000 bottles of wine, and countless other 
accouterments of nobility, ranging from suits of armor to servants' livery. 


Partly it was the spectacle: Sotheby's, which touted the sale as the largest such event in the firm's 244-year 
history, printed 30,000 six-volume catalogues and on Tuesday squeezed 1,000 bidders, journalists and gawkers 
into the castle's neoclassical carriage house for the first of 23 auction sessions to be spread over nine days.

e There's been a note added later at the bottom, in Czech: 

e “Křestní lid vydán dne 13ho ledna 1854 k stehovani do Ameriky” 
e Baptized person released on 13 January 1854 to move to America 





Well, we know he didn't emigrate in 1854. But that's intriguing. Hmmm... 


Ferdinand Teply 


Ferdinand Teply was born March 30, 1781 at Pustá Rybná 55. He was baptized on the 31st at St. Bartholomew 
Catholic Church in Pustá Rybná. He was the son of Jan Teply and Katerina Jukl Teply. 


Terezie Sodomka 


Terezie Sodomka was born February 24, 1786 at Krouna house no. 150, and baptized the same day at the 
protestant church in Krouna. Her parents were Joseph Sodomka and Katerina Halamka Sodomka. 
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Marriage 


That’s an inconvenient courtship, a three hour walk between Pustá Rybná and Krouna. There must be 
something we don’t know. 


Nevertheless, Ferdinand Teply, 24, and Terezie Sodomka, 19, married on November 19, 1805, at the 
protestant church at Krouna. 


Ferdinand and Terezie recorded their residence as Pustá Rybná 55, the home of Ferdinand’s parents.

Pusta Rybna 54 (1805-1817) 


After they married in 1805, Ferdinand and Terezie lived at Pusta 
Rybna 54. 


There is no house there today, but we can see on the 1839 map that 
it’s close to house 55, where Ferdinand grew up and where his 
parents lived. 


Three of their children were born here. 


During their time at Pusta Rybna 54, citations record Ferdinand’s 
occupation as either Familiant or Chalupnik. These were among the 





lower classifications of farmers. l'Il post next time about the pecking 
order of farmers. 
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Bétlem 3 (1817-1837) 


Around 1817, the family moved to Bétlem, house no. 3. Ferdinand was 36, Terezie was 31.

It's a big farmhouse, with attached barn and sheds. Fortunately, the original house still stands. 





Bétlem house no. 3 
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The family lived here for twenty years, from 1817 to around 1837. Four more children were born here. 


Again, citations record occupations of familiant, chalupnik, and dominikalist. Pretty low classifications. More 
later. 


Ferdinand's brother Tomas also lived in Bétlem, house no. 8. 
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You can see Ferdinand's house and farm no. 3. In 1837, Ferdinand had moved to Oldris, so the map shows 
Josef Vacrak. Tomas's house and farm is no. 8. You can still see his name on the field. 
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Oldris (1837-1866) 


Around 1837, Ferdinand and Terezie moved to Oldris 118. Ferdinand was 56, Terezie 51. 





We visited Oldris and saw that house 118 doesn’t exist today. It’s where the orchard is located adjacent to 
house 191 and the home of Jindrich and Jacka, our slivovice purveyors. 


Oldris 118 was also the residence of Frantisek Teply and his family. He was the second son of Ferdinand and 


Terezie. 


During these years Ferdinand’s occupation is listed variously as sedlak, pulsedlak, and rolnika. These signify a 
step up the ladder, a small to medium farmer. | think this is because he is living with his son Frantisek, who is 


listed the same way. 


As we Saw in an earlier post, two other sons of Ferdinand and Terezie lived nearby — Joseph and Josepha in 
house 140, and Jan and Marianna in house 107. 
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We saw earlier that their farms had already been divided. 
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Later years 


Ferdinand and Terezie lived at Oldřiš 118 more than twenty-five years. In later years, they are "vyminkar" or 


retired. 


Ferdinand Teply, 81, died of old age April 17, 1862 at Oldris 118. Ferdinand was a retired peasant farmer. He 


was buried April 9 at the protestant cemetery at Borová. 


Terezie Teply, 80, died of cholera in the evening September 9, 1866 at Oldris 118. She was buried on the 11th 


at Borová.

It’s complicated. Let's start with two definitions: 
lán —A measure of land, about 45 acres. Same as a "hide". 


Janik —A farmer who farmed one or more lán. Same as a “sedlák”. 





Farmers

OK, got it. Looks like Ferdinand was near the bottom of the barrel during his time in Pusta Rybna and Bétlem. 
He was basically ^working for the man." 


But by the time he lived in Oldris, it looks like he had come up in the world a bit, and perhaps had a bit more 
independence. 
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Farms 


We've seen above the size of farms, and that a farm can be divided in half, and divided yet again. 


Ideally, your house faced the road. You could walk out the back door to your farm, a 
long, skinny piece of land. 


And your neighbors could do the same. 





But as more infill houses were built, and succeeding generations divided the farm, 
the fields got smaller and harder to access from the village. 


Often, there was no way to acquire a farm holding. If each generation had lots of 
children, there wasn't a way to divide the farm into enough pieces. 


That's why many of the families had only a garden plot. 





Recall the Teply farm at Oldris. It had been divided by 1839. 





Teply farms at Oldris 
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You might remember Karel Kysilka's analysis of the 1829 census. A couple facts illuminate the problem: 


e The share of farmers was 19 percent, cottagers 32 percent and paupers 32 percent. 
e The average age was low — 29 years. One third of the population was younger than 15. 


These factors were making it more difficult for families to hold enough land to make a living. 


Ownership 


By the way, who owned the farm — the farmer or the domain? 
You guessed it, the domain. Until serfdom was eliminated in 
1848, the domain controlled the farm even if the farmer's 
family had lived there for generations. 


The farm could be inherited throughout generations of the 
family (really just the ability to live and work there). But the 
domain owner could get rid of the farm holder at any time. 


The farm holder paid interest on the farm to the domain 
owner. And they were obliged to labor (robota) for the 
domain owner, perhaps three days a week. 
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Farmhouses 


There were three typical sizes of farmhouses. 


The smallest farmhouse was a one or two room wooden cottage. These were tenants or cottagers that didn’t 


own animals, and perhaps worked on the farms of more prosperous neighbors. 





Small Cottager's House — Vesely Kopec museum village 


The medium size farmhouse was typically a larger wooden house, with maybe a wing for an animal and crop 


storage. 
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Medium Farmer or Cottager's House — Vesely Kopec museum village 
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Finally, there are the "full service" farmhouses. You've probably noticed these in the photos of prior posts. 





Large farmhouse — near Telecí 


They seem quite practical. They're built in a rectangle, with an open courtyard in the center. The front houses 
the living quarters. The sides and rear are to hold the animals, the crops, and equipment. The center courtyard 
was to store manure, to be used for fertilizer. 


We can see the open center layout in the accidental photo of the back of Anton and Terezie Petras' house no 8 
in Pustá Rybná. 





Here are some other Teply farmhouses: 
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Living quarters 


The area where the family lived would be very recognizable to people that lived in American villages that had 
plentiful wood for building. Perhaps the similar house in America wouldn't be quite as crowded. 





Vesely Kopec museum village 
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One difference | noticed was that each house had a big tiled oven in the main room with a firebox platform on 
the side. Used for cooking; heating the room; kids slept on platform, etc.

Jan was likely born in house no. 55. After marriage in 1769, Jan and Katerina lived in house 55 and then 54 
until their deaths. 


| haven't found the death record for Katerina. But we know she died by 1811, because Jan got re-married. 


Jan Teply, widower, and Rozarie Teply marry July 4, 1811 at Pustá Rybná protestant church. He was age 67, 
and she 41. 


And | haven't found the death record for Jan. But we know he died before 1818, because Rozarie re-married in 
1818. 


The most likely citation for Jan Teply's death is on November 26, 1815. But we know there are lots of Jan 
Teplys in Pustá Rybná. The death registers are not as rich in information as birth and marriage records. 
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Death Register — Jan Teply — 1815 


When infants die, their parents or father are recorded. When adults die, the register often just lists their 
name, like Jan Teply. Sometimes, their age is recorded, which is a help. 
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Rozarie Teply, widow of Jan Teply, married Kaspar Teply January 6, 1819 at Pustá Rybná. He was age 65, and 
she 48. Kaspar Teply was from Breziny 14.

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Our Teplys Joseph, Josepha, and year-old Frantisek emigrated in about 1866, so the price may have been 


higher. 
So let's guess their voyage was around 400 guldens total (200 US dollars). Full fare per adult, nothing for 


toddler. 


Legal emigration 


For legal emigration, an applicant had to give reasons for emigration and evidence of enough money for the 
voyage and the initial period in America. That amount was about 150 guldens per person. 


Frantisek Picha of Oldris hopes to sell his cottage at 400 and the remaining 200 guldens will be somehow scraped 
up, in order to have the required amount of 150 guldens per person. 


The highest percentage of emigrant groups was landless families. 


One of the poorest families that intended to emigrate were the Mrazs of Siroky Dul. They had no job, no earning, 


no property. 


Illegal Emigration 


There was also illegal emigration. Many couldn't meet the financial requirement. Others were draft dodgers. 


We mentioned earlier the siblings Jukls who joined their parents at the ship's board in Bremen. They were 
conscription age and did not believe they could receive the consent. Only their parents Josef and Terezie Jukl 
applied for emigration, and did not mention they had two sons. 


German authorities were rather benevolent, in case of a detention of an Austrian citizen without the passport. 
They mostly let him pass farther. Even as late as 1895 the Bremen Steamship agency F. MISSLER- J. BRUGK 
distributed a pamphlet with a convenient name: How to Get to the Port of Bremen without any Passport. 


Land holders could sell assets 


Cottagers had an asset — their house and garden. Cottagers were a large percentage of emigrants. 


Frantisek Cerny of Pusta Rybna put off his voyage for a year. One reason was that his wife was pregnant. The 
second one, he could not find a buyer to whom he could sell his homestead at 540 guldens. 


Farmers had a house and farm fields. But farmer's families emigrated only rarely; mostly when they were 


exposed to misfortune. 
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A farmer Josef Dostal of Blatina asked for permission in 1854 for his six-member-family and his 77-year-old 
father Jan. They received the consent and passports, but they did not find a buyer for their farmstead and 
decided to postpone the emigration. 


And when they got to America... 


A cow cost about $25, about double. 
A small house cost about $300 to $700, about 5096 more. 


And a farm laborer earned about $7 per week without board, or $4 


per week with board and washing. That's about 7 times more. 


Here are some prices from the first Montgomery Ward catalog in 1872, a one page listing of 162 products:

And the death register doesn't usually list a house number. 


Here's a possible death register for Matej. Buried at Pustá Rybná. Age of 50 is about right, he was 53. But he's 
from Breziny. Probably not him.

This doesn't meet GPS (Genealogical Proof Standard), so we can't assign it to our Matej. 


Here's a possible death register for Anna. It says "Anna Manzelka Matéje Teply sedláka", or Anna wife of 
Matej Teply farmer. The age of 68 isn't correct, but mistakes are common.

Pustá Rybná house 71 looks promising. But no proof here either, so we can't use it.

The first house numbering was ordered by Maria T in 1770. Soldiers went through each village, 
assigning a number to each house. Those are the numbers we've seen in our earlier posts. 


The first wave of renumbering came in 1805. In 1857, the Austrian Emperor allowed another new system of 
numbering by streets. 


And today, two numbering systems are used concurrently. The two sets are red (old or conscription) and blue 


(new or orientation). Either number may be used in addresses.

Traditional Clothing -1917 


Residents of the highlands dressed simply. 


Until the latter part of the nineteenth century, most families made their own clothes. They needed readily 
available materials. So in the highlands they grew flax for linen, and sheep for wool. 


And like many cultures, some colorful folk dress also evolved.

Weaving and sewing 


Once the flax has been spun into thread, it is woven the same as wool. 


Many houses had their own loom. Often the responsibility for spinning 
and weaving belonged to the "vyminkar", the retired older generation 
that were living in the house. 


Young girls were taught to weave and sew from a very young age.

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Kroje 


Kroje can be simple; the clothing worn in everyday life. Or it can be decorated and 
colorful, used for ceremonies like weddings. 


In the peasant cultures of Europe, local costumes helped identify a locality, 
sometimes even a village. 


One difference was the natural environment. In the highlands was found 
homespun linen and blueprinted fabric. 


Another influence was religious. The Bohemian Reformation brought a wave of 
interest in protestant areas like the highlands, and a simpler taste in fashion like 
dark colors and stark whites with simple details.

In the past, it was common to give only officially recognized names to children, which were mostly adopted from 
extended Christian calendar. A special permission was necessary for other names

I’ve mentioned my spreadsheet, where | add Teply and close in-law citations. There are 6,873 citation rows. 
There are only 102 unique names in all those citations — not very many. 


But amazingly, just five names account for half (5296) of all citations. Anna is the clear winner, followed by Jan, 


Joseph, Katerina, and Frantisek. 


The top 25 most common names account for 6,467 citations, a whopping 9496.

Analyzing the parish register citations leads to an overwhelming conclusion: 


Vaclav and Suzana are “the first family" of Teplys in Pustá Rybna. 





Let's make four arguments, based on Policka registers: 


e Vaclav and Suzana moved to Pustá Rybná around 1650 

e Vaclav and Suzana are the only Teplys up to 1652 

e They and their children are the only Teplys up to 1676 

e They, their children and grandchildren are the only Teplys up to 1701 


Based on these arguments, Vaclav and Suzana are "the first family" of Teplys in Pusta Rybna. All later Teplys in 
the area descend from these two. 


Let's look at the background for making these arguments. 


Policka registers began in 1642 


The archives hold Polička Catholic parish registers beginning in 1642 (Baptism), 1648 (Marriage), and 1700 
(Burial). 


But these years coincide with the imposition of Catholic religion in 
the Habsburg lands during and after the Thirty Years’ War (1618 — 1648). So it's possible there was no 
organized church in the highlands areas, or that any earlier records didn't survive.

Our very earliest Teply citation is in 1652. Suzana Teply is godparent 
at baptism of Marie Zahradnik.

1679. That's five citations in 26 years, all for Vaclav and Suzana's family.

Appendix D - Karel Kysilka - Demographic and 
Social Structure 


Demographic and Social Structure of the South-west Policka 
Region Before the First Emigration Wave to the USA in the 1850's 


by Karel Kysilka 2003 


East Bohemia and mainly the counties of Lanskroun, Vysoke Myto, Litomysl and Policka became important 
centers of emigration to the USA after 1852. 


Twelve communities of the Policka judicial district were affected by this first wave of emigration. They were 
mostly villages, located to the West and South-West of the city, Stary and Novi Kamenec, Sadek, Borova, 
Siroky Dul, Oldris, Brezin, Teleci and Pusta Rybna. They all were parts of reformed Protestant congregations in 
Borova and Teleci. 


| mentioned in my previous papers, that the total number of emigrants from both parishes between 1852 and 
1900 reached 700-800 people and until the outbreak of WWI another 400 persons followed their earlier 
relatives and friends. 


We can estimate that there were about 4,000 people of the Czech stock (i.e. first and second generation 
immigrants), in Wisconsin, Minnesota, Nebraska, lowa, and in both Dakotas, whose villages of origin were 
from Policka county. Today, there are between 20 to 40 thousand of their ancestors. Their information and 
knowledge about the life in the old country before emigration are only fragmental and limited. 


In 1265, the Bohemian king Premysl Ottokar II founded the royal dowry city of Policka near the commercial 
trail connecting Bohemia with Moravia. The city received its name after fields that stretched along this trail as 
far as to the forests around the Svratka River. The words "Pole — politico" have the meaning — a field, a little 
field. It is supposed that villages Siroky Dul, Bystre, Jedlova, Radimer, Borova and Oldris had already existed in 
earlier ages. German settlers from Saxony and Upper Palatia were invited to settle down in Policka. They also 
established some villages east of the city. Two suburbs came into being — Upper and Lower Suburb — in front 
of the city fortification. They were populated by Czechs, in the same way as villages of Sadek and Kamenec. 
The villages of Teleci and Rybna did not exist earlier than the 15th century. During the Hussite Wars in 1419 — 
1435 Policka received a Czech population, too. In 16th century most of the names of the city's burghers were 
Czech too. In the 16th century in Teleci, deposits of silver were found and experienced miners of German 
nationality from Kutna Hora, Palatia and from the Ore Mountains came here to start excavations. Over the 
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centuries, most of the German miners adopted the Czech language and culture. Only their last names are 
witnesses of their German origin today. 


Besides the main St. James' Church in Policka, there were St. Margaret's Church in Borova, St. John the Baptist 
in Siroky Dul, St. Mary Magdalena in Teleci, and the church of St. Katharina in the forests near Borova. After 
the Hussite Wars a majority of inhabitants confessed the old Bohemian Brethren belief, consisting in receiving 
the Communion of consecrated bread and wine. This denomination survived through the Catholic Anti- 
reformation after the Battle of White Mountain in 1619. 


In the 17th and 18th centuries, new small villages and hamlets came into being in the highlands. They were 
Svata Katerina (St. Katharina) around the St. Katharina Church, Damasek (Damascus), Betlem (Bethlehem), 
Blatina (Moors), Bukovina (named after beech trees), Svety (from Svaty=Saint), Jelinek (Stag), Mrhov (from 
Mrchov=cemetery) and Landraty (from German Landsreuth). After the Edict of Toleration was issued by the 
Emperor Josef Il in 1781, two reformed Protestant congregations were established in Borova and Teleci. 


In the middle of the 19th century, the area of both parishes formed a close region from a geographic, 
economic, religious and social point of view. The migration and connections with other regions were only 
deficient. The families living around Borova and Teleci were of ancient origin and the individual generations of 
inhabitants were linked to each other by innumerable relational lines. The family names were steady for 
centuries and their origin was mostly in the 15th and 16th centuries. In around 1830 there were 6,300 
inhabitants in both parishes. The largest village was Teleci with 1,130 inhabitants, followed by Oldris and 
Borova. The tiniest communities were Mrhov, Bukovina, Svety and Landraty. The share of Protestants was 
between 40-45 percent. 


The mean age of inhabitants was very low, roughly 28.5 years — it was caused by a high percentage of 
children up to 15 years (31 per cent). This abnormal quantity of children was a threat for overcrowding of 
these villages in the following 10 to 20 years, when these children grow up, become adult, marry and bring 
their own children into the world. The number of inhabitants will rapidly grow up, and there will remain no 
sources for subsistence. The number of houses was 920, of which the farmsteads numbered only 230 (25 
percent). Seven hundred houses belonged to poor cottiers without their own fields. In each house 2-3 families 
lived together in mostly two rooms only. So farmers were the only inhabitants who had bread and butter 
secured. Thus the only solution for most inhabitants will be the future migration to other parts of Bohemia, or 
even abroad. 


The oldest family names are for instance Zrust, Jilek, Pavlis, Hanus, Bures, Hons, Nunvar, Plihal, Vosmek, Teska 
or Trojak. Earlier we mentioned German miners who came in 15th and 16th centuries to Teleci, in order to 
gain silver ore. With them German names came here too and they are preserved until today, though mostly in 
mutilated form: Fajnemann = Fajmon, Lorenz = Lorenc, Lohbauer = Blopauer = Lopauer = Lopour, Ehrenberger 
= Empengr, Romportl = Portl = Romplot, Haupt = Haap = Hap, Krohlig = Kraulik, Reinemann = Reiman = Rajman 
= Rejman. 
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Most family names are derived from personal names — Bren from Bretislav, Andrlik from Andreas, Paul or 
Paulis from Pavel, Bures from Burian, Lexa from Alexander, Lorenc from Laurentius. 


Another group of family names was developed from personal physical or mental features of their bearers: — 
the outer appearance (Kucera- curly, Cerny, — black, Cerveny - red), physical features (Smatlan — to shamble, 
Zvacek to prattle, to blabber, Lety- over aged, Novotny — new one, Zrzan — red haired), people's personality 
(Popelka -, pale in face but more probably soda ash producer (Cinderella), Svanda — a funny man, joker, Bohac 
— a rich man, Picha — either from pride or from sting, Krivka — curve). 


Another large group were family names derived from local names and nationalities - Nemec — German, Svejda 
— Swede, Holenda — Dutch, Makovsky — from village of Makov, Kvetensky — village of Kvetna, Telecky — from 
village of Teleci, Stritesky — Stritez, Madera — from Hungary, Opocensky — from Opocno). 


In many cases the original trade became also the last name — Bednar - cooper, Kovar — smith, Mlynar — miller, 
Zahradnik — gardener, etc. 


The last group of surnames are those that were derived from names of plants, animals or things: — Travnicek — 
lawn, Kocourek — pussycat, Sykora — titmouse, Kastanek — chestnut, Stodola — barn, Kriz — cross, Nedele — 
Sunday, Smetana — cream, etc. 


Of unknown or uncertain origin were last names Vosmek, Teska and Vornaj for instance. 


The most common surname in Policka region was the surname Kucera (curly) — almost 4 percent of all 
inhabitants had this surname, mainly in Borova, where each eighth inhabitant was a Kucera. 


Second place was filled by Fajmon (more than 3 percent of all inhabitants) with varieties Feinemann, Faiman, 
Faimon. This surname is a typical representative of German surnames here. In Teleci, there were 90 Fajmons 
among 1100 inhabitants. 


Third rank belonged to Popelka, that had its origin in the village of Oldris. In the 19th century the name spread 
out to Siroky Dul, where it became the most common surname at all (13 percent), Lorene is probably of 
German origin too, with appearance in Sadek, Oldris and Borova. 


Filipi is a typical surname for Teleci, that came into being at the end of 16th century. Though it sounds Italian, 
it has nothing to do with Italian origin. It is simply grammatical genitive in Latin — Filip's (son). There were 
about 90 Filipi's in Teleci in 1829.

The State District Archives in Litomysl (East Bohemia) keeps extensive files of the queen's dowry city of Policka 
dating back to the 14th century. The city of Polička owned its own domain, consisting of several villages — 
Borová, Cerkytly, Oldris, Kamenec, Sádek, Telecí, Pustá Rybná, Sedlisté, Trhonice, Nedvézí, Modrec, Makov, 
Korouhev, Široký Důl and Svata Kateřina. In the 17th and 18th centuries lesser settlements in a hilly region 
were founded as Damasek, Betlém, Blatina, Bukovina, Jelínek, Mrhov and Landráty. These all were villages, 
from where several thousands of immigrants came to the US in the second half of the 19th century. 


In 1829 the city magistrate ordered to create rolls of inhabitants of all these villages, in order to specify state, 
age distribution, religious denomination and economic situation of the retainers. 


Up to the present the censuses from only 8 villages have been preserved. These are the following: Oldris, 
Borová, Stary and Novy Kamenec, Telecí, (Pustá) Rybná, Sádek, and Siroky Dül. 


Each village has its own fascicle (tract or cluster) and includes in ascending order all village inhabitants, 
distinguishing farmers, cottagers, retired peasants, daily laborer and other landless people, including wives 
and all children.

Excel format. 
Demographic Situation: 


The database comprises altogether 6322 individuals, of whom 3197 were men and 3125 women. The biggest 
village was Telecí (together with settlements of Landraty and Mrhov) — 1131 inhabitants.

Population distribution in specific villages: 
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The total number of houses was 920, of which 229 were farmsteads, and 691 cottages (including 4 parsonages 
— 2 catholic and 2 protestant, 5 school buildings, 19 water-mills, 4 game-keeper’s cabins, one distillery and a 
brewery). The average number of people living in one house was 6.9. The share of farmers' families was 19 
percent, cottagers' population was 32 percent and share Page 58 Naše rodina June 2016 Vol. 28 No. 2 of local 
paupers (daily laborers, landless people, etc.) was 32 percent. 


As far as the religious denominations are concerned, the number of Protestants was between 2400 — 2800 
people, i.e. 40 — 45 percent of the total population. We can only estimate these figures, since the lists of the 
villages of Novy and Stary Kamenec and of Sádek do not contain this information at all. 100 percent share of 
Catholics resided in Bukovina, Svéty and Landráty. 80 — 90 percent in Kobylí, Telecí, Betlém and Blatina, 75 
percent in Pustá Rybná. Protestant majority was in Borová and Siroky Dül (more than 50 percent). 


The average age of the population was very low — 28.6 years. It was because of high share of children below 
15 years — they constituted 31 percent of the total population. The share of people above 60 years was 9.5 
percent. The oldest population was in Borová, Sádek and Telecí, on the contrary, the most favorable 
demographic situation was in Siroky Dül and Stary/Novy Kamenec. 


It is questionable, if we can speak about "favorable" demographic relations, since large quantity of children 
(irrespective of high child mortality) formed the thread of overpopulation for the region within several years 
after, when these children become adults, get married, deliver children, and thus will contribute to further 
increase of population, mainly of village paupers. This trend found its expression in high share of an overseas 
emigration during the 1850s and 1860s. 


First names: 


The first or personal name is the basic identifying attribute of any individual. The lists show in total 39 male 
and 41 female names. The most common name is Josef (Joseph) — in total 823, which forms more than one 
fourth of whole male population. Second place has Jan (John) and third one Frantisek (Frank, Francis), both 
with more than 20 percent. They are followed by Václav (Wenceslaus, Wenzl) with about 10 percent. These 
four names constituted a share of 75 percent among all males. Other popular names were Filip, Tomás, Matéj 
(Matthew), Antonín (Anton, Tony), Pavel (Paul), Karel (Charles) and Vojtéch (Adalbert). 


The most common female personal name was Anna (Ann) — more than 900, in relative figures 29 percent. 
More than 10 percent belonged to Katerina (Cathy, Catherine), followed by Tereza (Therese), Magdaléna and 
Josefa (Josephine). The sixth rank belonged to Frantiska (Frances), seventh to Veronika and eighth to Alzbéta 
(Elizabeth)

Surnames: 


The proximity of the city of Policka is located in easternmost part of Bohemia, close to the Moravian border. In 
the past, the country here was covered by a thick forest and each settlement and parish formed a region unto 
themselves. Therefore lots of original surnames, mostly typical for one village, have been preserved until 
today. The oldest local family names are for instance Zrüst, Jilek, Pavlis, Hanus, Bures, Hons, Nunvár, Plíhal, 


Vosmek, Teska, Troják. 


Silver was mined here in the 15th and 16th centuries and many miners from Saxony and southern Germany 
came to the region. Over the years they changed their nationality, became Czech speaking, but their surnames 
remained, mostly in mutilated form: Feinemann became Faimon, Lorenz changed to Lorenc, Lohbauer became 
Blopauer and later Lopour. Other German names were: Anderle (Andrlik), Rouschar (Rousar), Ehrenberger 
(Empengr, Empenger), Romportl (Portl, Rompot, Lamplot), Feltl (Falt, Falta), Brokl, Haupt (Haap, Hap), Krohlig 
(Krahlik, Graulik), Strumpfa, Spricar, Peel (Pel, Pajl), Reinemann (Reimann, Rajman), Kunz (Kunc), Zeit (Cajt), 
Peikert (Pajkrt, Paukert), Lieberschal (Librsal), etc. The surname Vraspier (Vraspír) is of an ambiguous, probably 


French origin. 


The majority of Czech (and German) family names was derived from Christian first names: Bren (was originally 
Břetislav), Andrlik and Vondra (from Andreas-Andrew, Ondřej in Czech), Jílek (= Aegidius, Jilji), Paul, Paulis, 
Pavlis (from Paul-Pavel), Hanus, Janovsky (from John-Jan), Bartos (from Bartholomew-Bartolomej), Petrák 
(Peter), Falta (Valentin), Bures (Burian), Lexa (Alexander), Nikl (Nicolaus-Mikulas) Jirsa (Georg-Jira, Jiri), Vavra 
and Lorenc (both from Lawrence-Laurencius, Vavrinec), Hendrich (Heinrich) and many others. Genitive form of 
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surnames is very often: Jindrü, Tomsü, Martinü, Honcü (means possessive adjective from Jindras', Tomas', 
Martins’, Johanns’ families). Surname Fil(l)ip(p)i is the latinized form of the name Phillip in genitive too. In no 
case is this surname of Italian origin, as many think. 


Common are surnames derived from one's attributes/qualities: 


a) physical qualities — Kučera and Kraus (curly), Červený (red), Cerny (black), Zrüst (well-built), Holec (bold), 
Zváéek (one who talks too much), Zelenda (green); 


b) indicating a personality — Teplý (heat), Švanda (funny), Boháč (rich), Zdvořilý (courteous); 


c) derived from past participles of verbs — Koupil (who bought), Navratil (who returned), Pospisil (who 
hurried), Dostál (who received), Voparil (who scalded), Vomocil (who dipped). 


A large group of surnames are those that were derived from toponyms and from names of nations/ regions: 
Němec (German), Šváb (Swabian), Švejda (Swede), Holenda (Dutchman), Cech (Czech), Slezák (Silesian), 
Makovsky (from village named Makov), Telecky (from Teleci), Borovsky (from Borova), Madera (= a hamlet 
near Telecí), Opocensky (from town of Opočno), Horáček (highlander). 


Occupation or craft/trade was another source for surnames: Bednář (cooper), Hrn£if (potter), Krejci (tailor), 
Kovar (smith), mlynar (miller), Drabek (warden), etc. 


The last group of family names in the Policka territory is names derived from names of some specific thing or 
set of things, such as living creatures, plants, etc. For instance Kocourek (pussy cat), Sýkora (tit), Kaštánek 
(chestnut), Votava (second crop of grass), Vrabec or Brabec (sparrow), Kriz (cross), Stodola (barn), Hajek 
(grove), Smetana (cream), etc. 


The total number of surnames mentioned in the Inhabitants’ Lists exceeds 260, and their structure is 
completely different from common Czech patterns. The most populous Czech family name is Novak. 
Interesting, this surname does not occur in the Inhabitants’ Lists at all. Novotny is the 3rd most frequent 
common surname in Bohemia, but here in Policka, its rank is 113th. From the 20 most frequent Czech 
surnames only 6 can be found here — Dvořák (11th rank), Cerny (19th), Kučera (1st), Pospíšil (46th), and Beneš 
(93rd). This is the proof, that the whole region was remote and unaccessible for migration from other parts of 
Bohemia, and local surnames are unique. 
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The following table shows the 20 most frequent family names in the Policka region, as they occurred in the 
Lists in 1829, and a completely changed situation in the year 2000.
